Reason for Allowance 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants delineation of the US 6,323,223 disclosure indicated that the 
compounds described in the '223 patent different structurally from the instant claims. As 
evidenced by example 5 at col. 47, the "G" moiety described by the instant claims would 
be on the opposite side of the B structure instead of the instant claims. Therefore, one 
skilled in the art would not find structural analogy of the Gong et al. '223 compounds as 
modification for the copending compounds. The 112 rejection is dropped in view of the 
amendments of the claims as well as the examiner's amendment supra which limited the 
subset of diseases disclosed on pages 366-367 related to human. Claims 23-30, 33, 
36-38 and 40 are allowed.
